Troops Patrol Jerusalem. 
London Times Dispatch.

JERUSALEM, Aug. 26.—The entire 
situation in Palestine, dating up to 
late last night, was reviewed in an 
official communique which was §is- 
sued in Jerusalem today. According 
to this report, large patrols of British 
infantry, backed by airplanes, 
armored cars, British police and 
special constables, have. been estab- 
lished in Jerusalem and the outlying 
Jewish colonies. 

The old city and the centre of the 
new city are quiet, though some of 
the outlying suburbs are threatened 
by sharpshooters. 

No serious casualties have been re- 
ported today nor has any damage 
been done except to Talpioth, which 
was evacuated without casualty. 


88 Killed in Jerusalem.

The For+ 
eign Office spokesman ‘declafed that 
the Chinese Ministers to-all capitals 
have ‘been instructed’ to counteract 
Russian propaganda, wHich he ‘as- 
serted to be falsehood. He categori- 
“ally denied that Chinese troops had 
crossed the frontiers and raided Sibe- 
rian villages. 

Though the Nanking leaders are 
keeping the country’s courage up by 
talking of their military might, they 
realize that Manchuria’s 300,000 
troops, though excellently equipped 
for Chinese warfare, are no match 
for the Russian armies. This real- 


ization, coupled with the empty na- | 


tional treasury, are held to account 
for Nanking’s attitude of concilia- 
tion and willingness to admit foreign, 
mediation. 

The Foreign Office voices the hope 
that Riissian aggressiveness will not 
force’ the Manchurian armies to 
adopt a firmer attitude. 


Refuses Return to 1924 Status. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 26 (#).—The Chi- 
nese Nationalist Government is de- 
termined to adhere to the terms of 
the Russo-Chinese agreement of 1924, 
said Foreign Minister C. T. Wang: 

At the same time he stated that, 
“with ample proofs of underground 
and subversive proraganda carried 
on in the past and planned for the 
future, China cannot possibly agree 
to return to the status quo as a pre- 
liminary to opening negotiations, 
knowing that the return of Soviet 
Consular officials and their protégés 
will unfailingly result in more inten- 
sive Communist propaganda, unless 
ample guarantees are forthcoming 
that such subversive action will ter- 
minate.”’

GENERATES ITS OWN POWER 





Averages Not Less Than 60 Miles 
an Hour for a Run of 334 
Miles. :

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 26.—The 
steam ‘locomotive met and was van- 
quished today by its first primary 
power rival to emerge since Stephen- 
son produced his Rocket nearly 100 
years ago. 

An oil-electric locomotive kept pace 
with the International Limited, Chi- 
cago train of the Canadian National 
Railways, on a run of 334 miles from 
Montreal to Toronto and came to 
rest here in as’ good mechanical icon- 
dition as when it started, 

Ostensibly, the oil-electric did no 
more than equal the pace set by the 
giant Confederation type.that pulled 
the first section of the limited. Its 
victory, however, did not register on 
speed, but on the basis of operating 
cost. For the steam locomotive used 
about $80 worth of coal on the run, 


while the new-comer used only $25 
worth of oil. 

The electric locomotive already has 
bested the steam locomotive in point 
of capacity and operating costs, but 
the installation of an es system 
practically means repea the cost 
Cd _ construction 7g ay eam rail- 
roa 


Needs No Power Lines. 


The oil-electric, by contrast, may be 
placed on the tracks ready to oper- 
ate without a costly power plant or 
third-rail system. Like the steam 
locomotive, it is a primary power 
vehicle—that is, one that generates 
the energy it consumes. If it can 
equal the record’ it set today, it.can 
delay or even make unnecessary the 


electrification of many miles of road. 

Engineers who discussed the ae 
formance of No. 9,000, the official 
name of the new engine, admit that 
much remains to be done. For one 
thing, the initial cost: of an‘ oil-élec- 
tric locomotive like No. 9,000 is at

The oil en drives an electric 
enerator, which in turn moves in- 
vidual motors that spin the four 
pe of driving wheels on each unit. 

ith a heavy overload period of a 
maximum of fifteen minutes, it will 
develop a tractive effort of 100,000 
pounds in acceleration and 42,000 
pounds continuously.

“Few Americans are in a position 
to realize how many vexatious inter- 
national problems have been solved 
by the League during the first ten 
years .of -existence,’’ he said. ‘‘With- 
out it, some of these problems would 
have been insoluble by the diplomatic 
machinery existing before the war.’’ 

“The problems of nationalism, are 
unbeliavahty difficult, and through 
the minorities treaties and the man- 
dates commission, an entirely new 
approach to such questions has 
created,’’. he concluded. ‘The ad- 
herence of the United States, of 
course, wou:d vastly reinforce the 
power of the League in relation to 
the peace of the world.’’

Usually..a bill of this charac- 
ter is not reported until after the 
Democratie committee-members have 
discussed it -with the Republicans 
and the minority has had an opportu- 
nity,’if. it wishes, to vote against a 
favorable report, 

But..in. the..present. instance. Sen- 
ator Simmons, the Democratic leader; 
is quite willing for Mr. Smoot to 
make the report day after tomorrow 
without awaiting the full committee 
meeting scheduled for Sept. 4. 

The bill carries the rate changes 
made by the Finance Committee Re- 
publicans- and also readjustments in 
the administrative sections. While 
the alterations in the latter clauses 
have been described in the newspa- 
pers, they have not yet been printed 
textually or their substance made 
known authoritatively by Senator 
Smoot.

Failure to Mention the : Rothstein,

The™semi-annittal report of Police 
Commissioner Whalen lauding the 
department and announcing a sharp 
drop in crime became yesterday the 
focal point of Iccal political attacks 
and counterattacks. 

Adversaries of the Democratic ad- 
ministration assailed the report as a 
purely political cocument designed 
for campaign purposes and one 
which ignored numerous obvious and 


important crime conditions and facts. 


Mayor Walker, on the other hand, 
expressed gratification over the work 
of the department as outlined by Mr. 
Whalen. Striking out at the critics 
whom he characterized as /‘‘those 
seeking to thrust themselves into 
office,’’ he declared that political 
criticisms of the Police Department 
constituted a threat to the morale of 
the force. He cautioned against

Walker Congratulates Force. 


The Mayor said that he was grati- 
fied at the decrease in crime re- 
ported by Mr. Whalen and that he 
felt that the commissioner and the 
uniformed force were to be congratu- 
lated. He added that he looked for 
still further improvement. 

Mr. Coudert said: 

“The politically inspired semi-an- 
nual report of the Police Commis- 
sioner makes it increasingly clear 
that Tammany is unable to cope 
with the crime situation and that 
the only hope. lies in a compleie 
change of administration. 

“‘Commissionér. Whalen has evi- 
dently been laboring for the matin- 
tenance of mechanical efficiency of 
the rank and file of the police force. 
As to crime, however, his report 
does little more than breathe regret 
at the vast volume of crimes of Vio- 
lence and pious aspiration to better- 
ment in the future. 

“There have been 160 murders in 
six months and only thirteen con- 
victions. This is the unhappy result 


tween the police and the District At- 
torney’s office. Evidently the Roth- 
stein, Marlow, Yale and other no- 
torious gang murders are not the 
only ones to escape detection. Uf 
= is the best that Tammany can 
do, then we “want no more of it:’’ 
Representative LaGuardia said: , 
“‘Gommissioner Whalen's report? 
Does it solve the Rothstein case. 
Does it solye the Marlow case? D 
it identify the hangouts of croo 
aud criminals who are infesting this 
town? His own’ statistics. give the 
answer to his assertion that he had 
rid the ‘city of gangs. A real police 
report consists of facts and statisti¢ts 
and shows the crooks in jail, That’s 
a real police report. But this one. Is 
it political? Well, I'H say that as a

Bennett Attacks Report. 
Mr. Bennett said: 
“The report is clearly political. I

Roth- 
sttein murder in the:report was that 
the commissioner knew that a fi- 
nancial link existed between the 
slain bler and Tammany Hall

Denies Gangs Are Ended. 

Mr. LaGuardia, too, pointed to’the 
failure of Mr. Whalen to tell about 
the Rothstein and Marlow murders 
He denied the declaration of the 
commissioner that organized gangs 
had ‘been ended and he termed Mr. 
Whalen’s long document a yalueless 
report. 

Norman Thomas, like the others. 
cited the absence of mention of the 
Rothstein and similar murders and 
said .that the report revealed ‘“‘how 
inadequately Whalen fills his job;’’ 
yo also denied the disappearance of 

organized gangs and “rackets” and 
asserted that gangsters were. still 
available for employment as terror- 
izersof workers during. industrial 
dis utes. 

he outstanding feature of Com- 
missionér Whalen’s report,” said the 
Mayor, “‘is the table showing a de- 
crease in the number of burglaries. 
These figures were obtained from 
forty-five. different insurance com- 
panies, which certainly should afford 
the best barometer possible. Those 
who say that the report was political 
must believe that the insurance com- 
panies are allies of Tammany Hall. 
That. isa charge that I have never 
heard before.’’. - 

Concerning the necessity for addi- 
tional policemen, the Mayor said that 
Commissioner Whalen would have to 
request the increase from the Board 
of Estimate. .He pointed aut, how- 
ever, that more than 3,000 policemen 
had been added to the force since 
the beginning of his administration. 
He said definitely that Commissioner 
Whalen would find no difficulty in 
obtaining more men if the need for 
them were demonstrated. 

‘*Those who are seeking to thrust 
themsélyes into public office,’’ the 
Mayor continued, ‘‘criticize this re- 
port because it makes no mention 
of the Rothstein or Marlow. murder 
cases. They forget that the Police 
Department. obtained first degree 
murder indictments against two men 
in. the Rothstein case. Whether these 
men were ever brought to trial or 
not does not concern the Police De- 
partment. In the Marlow case no 
one was indicted and that must be 
admitted.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 26.— 
The name of William L. Ward, 
‘veteran chairman of the Westchester 
County Republican Committee, was 
dragged to the fore at frequent in- 
tervals today in the investigation 
which is being conducted by Samuel 
Untermyer, as special commissioner 
of Governor Roosevelt,‘ into the’ pur- 
chase by the Westchester Board of 
: pervisors of a $948,000 ‘parcel of 
land in White Plains. 
Edward Percy Barrett, chairman 
of the supervisors’ committee on 


badaet and appropriations, took the 

msibility for initiating the nego- 
tia! ons for the purchase. He said 
that he discussed the purchase with 
Mr. Ward and his brother, Henry 
G. Barrett, at Republican county 
headquarters. 

Supervisor Theodore Hill Jr. of 
Yorktown Heights testified that 
after he had voted for the purchase 
of the land, he had been informed 
bing Supervisor Herbert Gerlach, Re- 
publican whip in the board of super- 
visors, that the purchase had been 
rushed through as. an “organization 
matter’ because Mr. Ward desired 
the deal to go through. The land so 
speedily purchased was assessed at

Untermyer Doubts Its Legality.

Barrett Admits Initiating Deal. 


Mr. Barrett, the last witness of the 
day, identified himself as a super- 
visor from Katonah and chairman of 
the’ budget committee. He said ‘he 
was a lawyer and a brother of Henry 
R. Barrett,, who is chairman of the 
City of White Plains Republican Com- 
mittee. He said that he was a brother 
also of William G. Barrett, White 
Plains real estate dealer, with whom 
L. Ward Prince of Prince & Ripley, 
real estate dealers, testified last week 
that he had split a $47,200 commis- 
sion on the sale of ‘the land. 

When Supervisor Barrett was 
asked who. originated the idea. of 
purchasing the $948,000 site on Mar- 
tine Avenue, Grand and Court 
Streets, he said: ‘‘I was probably the 
main one.’’ 

"You were the main one?’’ asked 
Mr. Untermyer. 

“It had been discussed so long, #8 
replied Mr. Barrett, ‘‘I wouldn’t say 
I was the original moving spirit; but 
I started the negotiations resulting 
in the present purchase.’’ 

Mr. Barrett said that he had 
started negotiations about a month 
before the budget committee met on 
June 27, 1929, and decided to recom- 
mend the purchase to the Board of 
Supervisors.

Sullivan Contradicts Christopher. 

Supervisor James A. Sullivan, Dem- 
ocrat, whose protest to the Governor 
launched the investigation, took the 
stand and called untrue the testi- 
mony given last week by Patrick ‘J. 
Christopher, a. Yonkers . appraiser. 
Mr. Christopher had testified that he 
did not appraise the parcel for Mr. 
Sullivan at $561,508, but.at Mr. Sulli- 
van's suggestion added between 20 
and 25 per cent to the 1929 assess- 
ment value. Mr. Sullivan testified 
that when he tendered ‘his check to 
Mr. Christopher for his services, Mr. 
Christopher declined to take pay- 
ment, suggesting that Mr. Sullivan 
might repay him by aiding him in 
getting a condemnation commission- 
ership in connection with the widen- 
ing of Warburton Avenue, Yonkers. 

City Assessor William J. Weise, re- 
called to the stand, refused to con- 
firm in their entirety statements at- 
tributed to him in Westchester 
County newspapers to the effect that 
the county had paid ‘“‘speculative 
prices’ for the plots in the Martine 
Avenue parcel. 

“‘What I did say,’’ said Mr. Weise, 

“was that the speculators had estab- 
lished a price of $1,000 a front foot 
in that neighborhood and that I sup- 
posed | ,the county was paying that 


price.”’ 

Harris Alofsky, a White Plains 
contractor, testified that = sold 
to the county for $60,000 had been 
offered to him for $40,000. 

County Attorney William A. David- 
son informed Mr. Untermyer at the 
conclusion of the hearing that he 
had prepared a brief upholding the 
right of the Board of Supervisors to 
buy the site on Martine Avenue and 
that he was ready to submit the 
brief immediately at his office.

SENATE HONORS TYSON; 
EULOGY BY M’KELLAR 


Dead Tennessee Member Called 
“Great Soldier” —Committee 
to Attend Funeral:

WASHINGTON, Aug. '26:—Adopting 
resolutions expressing its profound 
sorrow over the déath of Senator 
Lawrence D. Tyson of Tennessee, the 
Senate adjourned today 1intil Wednes- 
day as a further mark of respect. 
During the--short..session; Senator 
Tyson was eéulogized by his col- 
league, Senator McKellar, and a 
committee of sixteen Senators was 
appointed to attend the funeral ser- 
vices. 

Senator, Tyson. was not only a 
great statesman, but, as well, a great 
soldier;’’ Senator McKellar said. ‘‘He 
was educated at West Point, took a 
distinguished part in the Spanish- 
American War as:Colonel of a regi- 
ment, and when his country ‘became 
involved in the World War he en- 


fe~ General, and his command ‘was 
one‘of the first to cross the Hinden- 
burg line. 

“In addition to his outstanding 
qualities as a statesman and as a 
soldier, my colleague was. noted for 
his wonderful, delightful and attrac- 
tive personality. He was indeed and 
infact a gentleman of the old school, 
and one of the most lovable mén I 
ever knew. He was greatly beloved, 
not only in Tennessee, but wherever 
he was known, especially by his asso- 
ciates in the Senate, where, I be- 
lieve, all Senators were his friends.”’

LINDBERGH URGES 
USE OF DIRIGIBLES 


Now Superior to Airplanes for 
Transoceanic Flying, He 
Asserts. 














, Aug. 25 (2).—Colonel 
Charies A. Lindbergh, who’ first 
showed the way across the Atlantic 
from New York to Paris, told news- 
paper men today that “‘the dirigible, 
os now developed, is superior to the | 
_ for transoceanic flying,”’ | 
ressed the hope that . 
lighter-t anh-air passenger line would 

soon be opened in the United States. 

Colonel. Lindbergh, at the pe 
quarters*of the ‘National Air Rac 
here, discussed a wide range of ware: 
nautical subjects and made predic- 
tions of further research increasing 
the capabilities of aviation. 

Commenting on the flight of the 
Graf Zeppelin, Colonel Lindbergh as- 
serted that the practicability of 
lighter-than-air ships had been de- 
monstrat ed. 

‘“‘There is no cenflict ‘between air- 
planes and lighter-than-air craft,’’ he 
said. “Increased use of one would 
benefit the other, and in event, 
should one overcome the other, the 
ultimate result would be development 
of air navigation. This, after all, 
is what is desired.” 

The arpa ment of safety devices, 
Colonel Lindbergh marked as one of 
the most important activities in the 
indu . One he noted was the slot 
wing,: designed to prevent slips and 
spins. Another was the auto-gyro,| 
or “windmill plane,’’ brought here 
from Europe for exhibition at the 
races. 

Colonel Lindbergh said*transconti- 
nental flying time would be steadily 
reduced, 

“It is possible now to construct 
passenger planes carrying 100 pas- 
sengers for transport service,” he 
said. - ‘‘Development of these lines 

will depend on popular approval, 
which shduld come rapidly.’’

Food and Stimulants Lowered to 
Michigan Farmer, Who Aids 
by Digging With Spoon.

ALLEGAN, Mich., Aug. 26.—George 
Peet, 29, an Allegan County farmer, 
was victorious in a more than fifty- 
four-hour battle with death early 
this evening when he was literally 
torn from the grasp of a 700-pound 
boulder which held him pinioned to 
the bottom of a thirty-foot dry well 
at the rear of his farm home, five 
miles north of Allegan. 

Although unconscious ‘from an an- 
esthetic administered before the last 
and successful attempt to release 
him, Peet will live to tell of being 
buried alive at least four times, ac- 


fighting to ward off pneumonia, 


which is threatening. the sturdy 
farmer as the result of the day and 
a half onene ae underground. 

Since Saturday afternoon at 2 
o’clock thousands of neighbors, 
county and State police, tourists and 

spsctaie had labored with pick and

It seems.to me that. the vital | 
questions here are to reorient the |

The Reclamation Fund and the 
Reclamation Service were created 
in 1902 and the situation has since 
changed materially. The present 
plan, as you are aware. is that re- 
ceipts ‘from sale of public lands, 
mineral, royalties and repayments 
by the benéficiaries for expenditure 
upon projects all accrue to this 
fund.

I know that 
the Western as well.as the Eastern . 
States agree that abuse of permits 
for mineral development or unnec- 
essary: production and, waste in; our 
national resources. of minerals is « 
matter of deepest concern and 
must be vigorously prevented. 

Because of'such abuse’ and ‘waste 
I recently .instituted measures, to 
suspend further issue of oil pros- 
pecting permits on public lands 
and to clean up the misuse of out- 
standing: permits and thereby fo 
clear the way for. constructive .con- 
servation, 

It may interest'the Governors to 
know ‘that when this decision was 
taken on the 12th of. March there 
were. prospecting permits.in force 
covering over 40,000,000 acres of 
the public domain. We have now 
determined: that: over 40 per cent ot 
these holders; had not. complied 
with the requirements of the law, 
that the large portion of these li- 
censes were being used for the pur- 
pose of preventing: others from en- 
gaging in honest development.and 
some even.as a basis of ‘‘blue-sky’’ 
promotions. 

After yielding to the claimants 
the widest . latitude. .to show. any 
genuine effort at development un- 
der the outstanding - prospecting 
permits the total will probably be 
reduced. to. about, 10, 000 acres 
upon which genuine development 
is now in progress. The public do-' 
main -is,;; therefore, being rapidly 
cleared of this. abuse. The pos:- 
tion is. already restored to a nr 
where measures'can be discussed 
which will further effectually .con- 
serve the national’ resources’ and 
at the same time take account of 
any .necessity for local supplies.

These suggestions are, of course, 


the full facts, but generally I ma

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A FIRM HAND IN PALESTINE: 
For the tragic outburst of racial) 
and religious blood feuds in Pales-| 
tine it is hard not to dSsign chief 
responsibility to a breakdown in}

upflare of massacre last Friday did 
not come without warning. During 
the last fortnight an acute tension 
between Jews and Arabs in Jerusa- 
lem has manifested itself in symp- 
toms that should have been ominous- 
ly familiar to Englishmen acquainted 
with chronic “community” strife 
between Moslem and Hindu.

ginning of the quarrels around the 
Wailing Wall it has been apparent 
that the local police were not equal 
to their task. For the whole of 
Palestine, including the chief cities, 
there isa police force of about 1,800 
men, of whom, according to one dis- 
patch, less than 150 are English. 

The plain fact is that the British 
Government did not take ‘the ‘pre- 
cautions which its responsibilities 
demand. A battalion».of soldiers 
garrisoned in Palestine would have 
prevented the civil warfare. Pres- 
sure from the harassed British tax- 
payer compelled a sharp eurtailment 
of British commitments everywhere 
in the Near and Middle East after 
the armistice, but in Palestine ex- 
perience now shows that economy 
was carried too far. “To some. ex- 
tent, to be sure, an excessive opti- 
Tism was at fault.

Commissioner Lord PLUMER, one rea- 
son was the notable improvement in 
relations between Jews arid Arabs.

It does not 
take into the reckoning the way in 
which the prestige of Mr. Hoover 
and of the Republican party depends 
upon getting some kind of ‘tariff 
through Congress.

THE CHANGING WHEAT 
SITUATION. 

The rise in the price of wheat 
since the end of May and the esti- 
mates regarding this season’s pro- 
duction in the world as a whole mark 
out an exceedingly dramatic episode 
|in our agricultural history. When’ 
| the farm relief bill came before Con- 
gress in May, the prospect of a prof- 
itable market for the American’ 
wheat farmer.was dark. The world’s

largest ever harvested; the amount 
carried over at the end ofthe crop 
year was 128,000,000 bushels greater 
than a year before, and of this sur- 
plus a great part was carried in the 
United States, where farmers and 
middlemen had convinced them- 
selves that Congress would estab- 
lish a bounty on wheat exports. 

Foreign wheat producers were ap- 
parently. doing well with their new 
crops and our Agricultural Depart- 
ment estimated an- American Win- 
ter-sown wheat crop nearly 50,000,- 
000 bushels greater than the ‘pre- 
vious harvest and very nearly the 
largest. since. the war.-..Wheat. had 
sold at Chicago for $1.33 a bushel 
in February; it fell at the end of 
May to 93% cents a bushel, the low- 
est price.in fifteen years. Nobody 
will have forgotten the picture of 
ruin for the American farmer which 
was drawn in the - Congressional 
debates, 

It would have been more difficult 
to draw that picture two months 
later. ..Close on :the heels ofthe de- 
moralized wheat market at the end 
of May, the worst. drought in many 
years swept over the Canadian wheat 
fields, whose rapid increase in acre- 
age and yield during recent years 
had been the main influence in ex- 
panding total supply. By present 
estimates, Canada will produce in 
1929 only half of last year’s crop,.@ 
decrease of 250,000,000 bushels. 
Prospects in other foreign countries 
are as a rule not favorable; though 
with no such sweeping reduction of 
the estimate; but the forecast of 
wheat yield in. the United ‘States,

It has at least averted definitely 
what seemed last May to be the 
prospect of a hard year in the grain 
belt. But it will hardly produce the 
striking results of 1924, when 
another case of excessive “ carry- 
over” from a very large harvest of 
the year before was followed by a 
decrease of 375,000,000 bushels in 
the new crop’s yield. In 1924 the 
shortage occurred in Europe itself, 
as well as in countries, like Canada 
and Argentina, from which Burope 
is the largest buyer; the resultant 
urgent bid by European markets 
for our wheat carrying the price in 
a few months from a dollar nearly 
to $1.80. By contrast with the pres- 
ent year, the farmers of the United 
States had a greatly increased crop 
to sell at such high figures. But the 
agricultural West is nevertheless 
in a very different position from 
that which seemed imminent in 
May, and the change in the market 
has come at the very moment when 
the Farm Board is in the field to 
direct the farmer’s marketing to 
best advantage. 


AS TN 
WHY CHINA IS MISUNDERSTOOD 


Further censorship of news from 
China, as indicated in the announce- 
ment of the regulations requiring 
official approval for dispatches sent 
abroad, and as instanced in the 
order denying the use of the mails 
to the well-known Japanese paper 
Nichi Nichi, shows a determination 
on the part of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment to suppress at all costs the 
publication to the world of the facts 
about present-day China: This action 
is all the more extraordinary in the 
light of Chinese complaint that the 
world is denying China the sym- 
pathy in-her present troubles to 
which she believes she is entitled. 

It.is safe to say that if China's 
position is misunderst06d this is due 
in no small measure to the consis- 
tent efforts of the Nationalists to 
restrain the gathering and dissemi- 
nation of news within China and its 
transmission to the outside world. 
A form of censorship so strict that 
it has silénced the editors of Chi- 
mese newspapers has for months 
prevented the publication in China 
of facts which the Nationalist dic- 
tators did not wish to become pub- 
lic property. As a result, the coun- 
try itself is kept in ignorance. 

Now that the same sort of tactics 
is being applied in the case of for- 
eign correspondents and _ foreign 
newspapers—albeit . with. a little 
more suavity and less active intimi- 
dation—the result abroad is to in- 
crease suspicion of the accuracy of 
such bits of news as the National- 
ists permit to pass the censor, and 
to cause official communications of 
the government to be viewed with 
distrust.. This cannot, in the long 
run, help China’s standing in. the 
world. 

It is surprising that China’s for- 
eign representatives, who include in 
their number men of wisdom and of 
knowledge of Western history, have 
not been able to impress the Nation- 
alist leaders with «the inevitable 
consequences of undue censorship. 
For a time it seems.to achieve the 
desired purpose—especially when a 
government seeks to hide its weak- 
ness—but the longer it lasts the 
more persistent are antagonistic 
rumors.»Finally, when the truth be- 
comes known, the reaction is even 
worse.-than if no efforts had been 
made to withhold it from the world. 
If. China. is misunderstood today, 
she has herself largely to blame,

POLITICS IN VIRGINIA.

The. City Administration. has a 

right to claim credit for parks and 
playgrounds. It has pursued an en- 
lightened policy and spent money 
freely to carry it out. The cam- 
paign managers for WALKER, BERRY 
and MCKEE are able to report the 
purchase, during the past four years, 
of more than a thousand acres of new 
park lands within the city bound- 
aries.

But at least a start 
has been made. Money has been set 
aside for the purchase of play- 
ground sites in the most congested 
districts, and the procedure for ob- 
‘taining them has been simplified. It 
is now the fixed policy of the city to 
provide recreational areas with every 
‘mew school. 

It is significant that the Citizens 
Committee should have begun its 
campaign with this review of the 
administration’s record on parks and 
playgrounds. Here is a “human in-

000. of stock in the new organi- 
zation to the farmers and the vari- 
ous representative organizations, 
with the proposed: corporation acting 
as the clearing house for the entire 


field. 

Another plan, designed by the 
Farmers’. Union Terminal Associa- 
tion, and favored hy the cooperatives, 
would make the grain corporation, a 
holding company with the already 
organized marketing groups buying 
the stock in their own names: It was 
said this. plan, however, has _ re- 
ceived no encouragement from mem- 
bers of the. farm board. 

M. W. Thatcher, one of the lead- 
ers in the movement to retain iden- 
tity. for the marketing groups, an- 
nounced he. was authorized by the 
Union Terminal Association to: pur- 
chase $1,000,000. worth of stock in the 
proposed corporation if.the organiza- 
tion set-up should meet» with his 
approval.

DENIES HE GOT DRY BACKING

did not justify an ocean mails 
contract. 

The Postmaster General said: 

“I informed Mr. Sheedy in my let- 
ter of July 11-that inasmuch as pref- 
erence stock of the United States 
Lines had been issued in an amount 

equal to more than actual cash pay- 
anak to the Shipping Board for the 
vessels, which the company  pur- 
chased from the government, it 
would seem that the financial condi- 
tion’ of .the company. does not re- 
quire, and would not Justify, a postal 
contract such as that applied for for 
the transport of the Atlantic mails.” 

“T want to carry out the provisions 
of the Jones-White merchant marine 
act of 1928, and am thoroughly in 
sympathy with building up the mer- 

chant marine, but we are also in- 
terested, of course, in the financial 
setup of the operating companies, 
because the American merchant ma- 
rine can endure only if it follows the 
ractices | and principles of sound 
usiness.’ 

The TE tevnstor General said that

cently seen fit to make it public. 

“Tf the letter called for hysteria, 
we will have to have hysteria,”’ he | 
added. ‘‘If I were to write it today 
I would not change a single state- 
ment.’

Frank C. Munson, head of the Mun- 
son Line, who arrived recently on the 
Leviathan, expressed the belief that 
the mail contract matter will be 
satisfactorily settled when the Cabi- 
net officers return to Washington 
from their vacations. 

“From my ‘talks with Vice Prési- 
dent Sheedy of the United States 
Lines just before I sailed, I gathered 
the impression that he would be able 
to convince the Postmaster General 
and the Secretary of Commerce of 
the vital need of: awarding the mail 
contract to the Chapman interests. 

‘The necessity of overcoming the

A warning to pilots and ‘steamship 
masterw was issued yesterday . by 
Colonel G. M. Hoffman, War Depart- 
ment engineer, who criticized speed- 
ing through Ambrose CHannel.

“The above steamer was seen ap- 
proaching Norton's Point through 
Ambrose Channel at what seemed 
an unusually fast speed, and after 
the steamer had passed Norton's 
Point what may be called tidal 
waves swept the beach at Sea Gate, 
up and over the bulkhead, for about 
fifteen minutes, At some places it 
is estimated that the swells reached 
heights of from six to ten feet. 

“When the steamer was seen. ap- 
proaching, the. police officer suc- 
ceeded in directing most of the 500 
bathers then on the beach from the 
water to the higher portion of the 
shore front. Had these swells oc- 
curred in the afternoon or on a holi- 
day, when thousands of people heer: 
ordinarily have been on the bec, 
an appalling loss of life might have 
resulted. 

‘Indications are that a high rate 
of speed from the Ambrose Channel 
entrance to Buoy 10 and a high stage 
of tide are important factors in caus- 
ing these swells.’’
